An  Appeal  for  the  International  organi 

sation  of  all  Workers. 


The  desire  for  an  international  union  of  all  workers  corres- 
ponds with  the  commencement  0?  the  Labour-Movement.  Even 
before  the  bourgeois  revolution  of  1848.  the  cry  of:  .Prole- 
tarians of  all  countries  unite!*4  was  raised  in  the  Communist 

Manifesto.  The  realisation  by  the  working  cla^  of  the  neces- 
sity of  common  organisation  and  action  was  immediately  follo- 
wed hy  the  conviction  of  international  community  of  interests 
of  the  exploited  class  of  all  countries.  The  beginning  of  the 
International  Workers'  Association  dates  from  the  sixties  of 


die  last  century. 

The  International  organisation  of  the  workers  was  opposed 
and  counteracted  by  the  formation  oi  powerful  national  S 

which  took  place  in  the  seventies  in  Ocrmany  and  Italy.  The 
political  alliance  of  great  economic  complexes  to  form  national 
unities,  not  only  brought  forth  a national  ideology  of  greater  or 
less  influence  from  the  point  of  view  of  all  compatriots,  hut 


.ilso  .t roused  in  tin-  musses  wild  lacked  political  education  and 
spiritual  culture,  the  hope  oi  the  fulfilment  oi  their  political  and 
economical  needs  within  narrow  national  limits. 

This  superstition  was  fed*  by  an  alleviation  however  inade- 
quate, of  their  economic  condition,  which  accotupamed  the 
expansion  oi  capitalism  and  imperialism  in  the  last  decades 
before  the  war.  The  Rood  economic  alliance  facilitated  the 
beginning  and,  later  on.  the  victory  of  revisionism  in  the 
Labour  movement  and  oi  its  international  organisation.  Die 
Socialist  International  only  existed  nominally  before  the  war 
and  manifested  itself  solely  in  loquacious  resolutions  ana 
brilliant  congresses.  The  outbreak  of  war  in  the  summer  o 
1914  demonstrated  to  the  whole  world  its  international  decay 
and  led,  outwardly  also  to  its  complete  collapse. 

The  workers  had  to  pay  for  the  fraud  for  years  of  a® 
International  which,  in  thruth,  never  existed,  and  paid  at  me 
cost  of  90  millions  of  cripples,  10  millions  of  dead  and  of  _ , 

less  misery  tor  the  lack  of  a strong  and  determined  interna  i 

organisation. 

The  young  workers  ought  to  remember 

So  to  perceive  the  consequences  of  the  crimlncl  W . , 
of  the  small  Social-Patriotic  young  groups  and  of  the  best  * * 

hte$olute  Independent  unions,  which  results  in  the  s5  1 ^ 
oi  a similar  etflgy  oi  an  International  for  our  generation.  _ 

Communist  International  must  be  an  international  of 
or  it  will  be  nothing  at  all. 

The  International  of  Revolution! 

The  international  interests  oi  the  workers  are  continue  > 
increasing.  The  period  of  limited  national  social  eeonorn  e 
passed,  notwithstanding  the  establishment  of  new  'u 
States,  such  as  Poland,  Jngo-Slavla  and  Czech0-5J0V  . ^ 
These  States  are  not  the  products  of  an  organic  develop 
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and  do  not  correspond  with  the  economic  needs  of  communi- 
ties founded  up  on  common  interests,  but  were  arbitrarily 
created  by  the  military  victors,  ior  definite  ends.  The  smaller 
countries,  which  observed  neutrality  during  the  war,  are  today 
economically  dependent  upon  the  military  victorious  Anglo- 
American  Imperialism.  But  It  is  impossible,  even  for  these, 
to  consolidate  themselves  and  to  utilise  their  victory  for  a 
lasting  economic  world-domination.  The  crisis  has  already  be* 
gun  to  appear  in  these  countries  too.  The  economic  collapse 
of  the  vanquished  countries  draws  them  also  irresistibly  to. 
wards  the  abyss.  The  League  of  Nations  is  nothing  but  the 
endeavour  of  imperialism  to  escape  its  fate,  to  found  and  to 
substain  in  spite  oi  all  national  differences  a united  capitalist 
front  against  the  steadily  growing  proletarian  revolution.  Young 
Workers!  These  things'  must  be  frustrated!  The  international 
united  front  of  imperialism  must  he  faced  by  the  closed  ranks 
of  the  International  Unity  of  all  workers,  the  golden  Inter- 
national of  Capital  by  the  Red  International  of  Revolution,  of 
Communism. 

I here  is  no  room  for  frontiers  and  boundaries.

This  is  all  the  more  imperative,  because  the  proletarian 
revolution,  which  begun  with  the  Russian  revolution  of  1917. 


can  only  be  victorious  by  international  action.  Finland,  Lithu- 
ania, White  Russia,  Munich  and  Hungary  d:d  not  fail  tempora- 
rily through  internal  weakness  and  inadequacy  but  through 
lack  oi  international  solidarity.
